Will Be First Change 
In The Code Since 
Pentecost Sunday, 1918

For the first time since the code 
of Canon Law went into effect, 
on Pentecost Sunday, 1918, as the 
body of legislation by which the 
Latin Church is governed, a por- 
tion of the text of this document 
has Leen deleted by the Sovereign 
Pontiff. In a Motu proprio dated 
Aug. 1, 1948, His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII ordered that a part of 
the second paragraph in canon 
1099 be stricken from the Church’s 
legislation. The decree goes into 
effect Jan. 1, 1949. 


Canon 1099 lists the various 
categories of those who are bound 
and of those who are not bound 
by what is called the Church’s 
form of marriage, that is, regular- 
ly to enter into the matrimonial 
contract in the presence of the 
parish priest, the diocesan bishop, 
or some priest delegated either by 
the bishop or thé pastor, and also 
in the presence of at least two wit- 
nesses. The Holy Father has taken

Legion Of Decency 

This Sunday Catholics throughout the nation will re-. 
new their Legion of Decency Pledge by which they agree to 
stay away from “B” and “C” pictures, and none but adults 
will patronize “A-2” pictures. 

Then Catholics agree, under this pledge, not to patron- 
ize any theatre which, within the year, will show “C” 
pictures. 

Some months ago Forever Amber was shown in this city 
against Catholic protest.. Since then the producers have 
eliminated some of its worst parts, and now under a “B” 
rating, it has been brought back to Fort Wayne. 

Since the pledge covers “B” pictures I urge that Catho- 
lies, on principle, teach the exhibitor a lesson by not patron- 
izing the theatre which shows them for many months. 

Nine out of the ten large producers of motion pictures 
have signed the Code of the Legion of Decency, and have 
not been producing offensive pictures. The offensive ones 
which do reach this and other cities, are produced by inde- 
pendents who did not sign the Legion of Decency Code, or 
are produced abroad. They should be taught a lesson not . 
only by Catholics, but by everyone who believes in making 
the movies safe for all people, especially children. : 

In these days let us not tolerate indecency for the sake 
of the pocketbook of the one who brings it into our midst. 


Seminary Chapel Gifts 

From inquiries which come to us we know that people 
are still desirous of making some special gift to the new 
Seminary chapel. If they should like to do this for Christ- 
mas, we herewith note that we have just placed an order for 
fifty-five vestments—all five colors, each for eleven different 
altars.

Addresses 2500 
At Fort Wayne 


Says Apostolate Will 
Retain Christian 
Foundation Of Nation 


Fort Wayne — The Christian 
Apostolate is “open to every man, 
woman and child” and must be 
used to reject un-Christian acts 
from everyday life if this nation 
is to “retain the Christian founda- 
tion proposed by our forefathers. 
Russia is the lesson of a country 
without Christianity,” declared 
Clare Booth Luce, noted convert, 
authoress, lecturess and former 
congresswoman, to an overflow 
erowd of 2,500 persons at the sec- 
ond of this season’s Catholic Evi- 
dence Series of lectures at Central 
Catholic high school Tuesday night. 
The talented Mrs. Luce, choosing 
as her subject “The Thing That 
Matters,” built her talk around a 
series of events in her life that 
gave her indication and proof of 
the working of God’s Grace. 

Speaking of a personal friend 
as an example, Mrs. Luce said that 
it is only human for people to 
desire God, but that in most in- 
stances pride, stubborness and 
bigotry must be overcome before 
God’s Grace can enlighten that per- 
son. It is the atheist’s desire of 
God and the work of the apostle 
that finally results in Grace break- 


ing in. 

le relating an experience with 
a mother of eleven children, the 
speaker described how that mother 
was brought to realize that what 
might be considered “eleven 
crosses” were really “eleven great 
joys.” She continued by saying 
that “stopping to consider makes 
all troubles and burdens assume 
their real value as blessings and 
Sanctifying Graces.” 

The speaker portrayed a vivid 
example of the working of Actual 
Grace with a description of her 
experience as a foreign corres- 
pondent following American troops 
into the liberated Buchenwald pris- 
on camp. She said that the ma- 
jority of the prisoners at the camp, 
through merciless imprisonment, 
torture. and _ starvation, had 
lost their sense of reason and had 
reverted practically to the level 
of brutes. Continuing she said 
that it was a source of actual grace 
for her to see Priest-prisoners, and 
others steeped in faith, who had 
retained their sense of reason sole- 
ly because of that faith, 

Mrs, Luce warned her listeners 
that the Christian apostolate must 
be taken-up, not only on a personal 
and every-day scale, but on a 
world-wide basis that communism 
can be halted. She said that com- 
munism is infiltrating into all parts

Campaigning For 
The Soviet 


AST week we noticed in this column a report 

carried in the daily press of a pamphlet 
issued by the “House Un-American Activities 
Committee,” in which it was charged that a 
considerable nunrber of: Protestant clergymen 
have been promoting Communism either as 
Party members or as fellow-travelers. It asserted 
that a number of such clergymen “have consist- 
ently followed the Party line and have joined 
from ten to thirty Communist-front groups.” 
It charged that Communist propaganda has 
“sneaked into church publications.” 

Indicted particularly was “The Methodist 
Federation for Social Action,” supported some 
years ago by about one-third of the clergy of 
that denomination. This Federation is called “a 
tool of the Communist Party.” 

Reuben H. Markham, who calls himself “a 

Protestant from a family of Protestant preach- 
ers,” writing in The New Leader, under date of 
November 20; 1948, informs us that the names 
of a large number of Protestant clergymen ap- 
peared in a recent number of The Daily Worker, 
of New York, “which serves as Stalin’s American 
mouthpiece,” as sponsors of a speaking tour 
for the Rev. Hewlett Johnson, Dean of Canter- 
bury, in England. He tells us that this Rev. 
Johnson is “a member of the Board that runs 
the London Daily Worker, Stalin’s English 
spokesman. This makes the American preachers 
barkers for a pro-Communist show.” 
He then expressed his surprise that “men 
employed to lead and exalt the Church have 
facilitated a propaganda tour for a man used 
as press agent by a world movement that has 
humiliated the Church more than any force 
since Nero.” 

Mr. Markham tells how this Dean of Can- 
terbury has visited several Soviet-controlled 


‘countries to help win cooperation for the Com- 


munist regime. Among the countries in which he 
appeared was Roumania “where Ana Pauker and 
a few traitorous comrades hold 16,000,000 people 
in totalitarian thraldom.” 

Referring to his presence there Reuben 
Markham writes: “There in Red Jezebel’s capi- 
tal the Red Dean in sacerdotal raiment held 
forth at a conference, arranged by a Bolshevik- 
directed propaganda society called Arlus. What 
he said was featured in Ana Pauker’s Communist 
press, blared over her radio and simultaneously 
radiocast to the world from Moscow.” 

ther countries visited by the Dean of Can- 
terbury were Poland, where he was “the honored 
guest of the Communist government and issued 
statements in its praise’; Hungary and Bul- 
garia where he was “feted by Communist des- 
pots.” 

Expressing his disgust and paraphrasing on 
what he had written Mr. Markham says: “And 
American preachers are asking American Chris- 
tians to assemble and hear this propagandist for 
the gigantic totalitarian conspiracy against 
Christianity! During one of the glorious periods 
in Christian history simple Christians went to 
the lions rather than burn incense before a 
Roman Emperor pretending to be a god. They 
spurned even the slightest hint of state-worship 
or of obeisance to tyrants.”

Standing Firm For God 
And Country 


"= would have to go far back into history to 
find a Catholic prelate guilty of the anti- 
Christian crimes attributed to the Dean of Can- 
terbury in England, and to a large number of 
Protestant churchmen in the United States. 

We are fully aware of the frequent reference 
in sectarian papers to the “machinations of the 
American Hierarchy,” of the fright which “Prot- 
estants and Other Americans United for the 
Separation of Church and State” have striven 
to instill into the American people; we have long 
been familiar with the “alleged” designs of the 
Vatican. But we are also aware that every in- 
tellectual person, whether in America or Europe, 
who has taken the trouble to investigate these 
charges, has arrived at the very opposite con- 
clusion, and that many of them have been 
brought into the Catholic Church by learning 
how thoroughly Christian and thoroughly pa- 
triotic Catholic prelates are. There are today 
some 180 Bishops, and not one of them could be 
charged with the slightest taint of un-Ameri- 
canism, not one with lack of devotion to the 
Christian cause, not one as an advocate of the 
racial discrimination, not one with complicity to 
array class against class. 

The Church has had, during certain periods 
of her long history, extending over nineteen 
centuries, unworthy clergymen and a few un- 
worthy Popes who were, for the most part, forced 
into office by strong civil powers, but not one 
ever lent himself to the furtherance of the cause 
of anti-Christ. Communism is avowedly not only 
anti-Christ, but anti-God; and Nazism disowned 
Christ. Yet only one Church officially, by En- 
cyclical letter, condemned both these ideologies. 

Those who first invented the charge that the 
Catholic Church was friendly towards Nazism 
were the Communists, and their charge has since 
been frequently reiterated by the Atheists and 
Freethinker organizations, by the editors of sec- 
tarian periodicals, and by many Protestant 


churchmen, who, whether knowingly or unwit- 
tingly—due to the prejudices in which they were 
reared—accept fiction for facts. The best argu- 
ment to disprove the charge that even the 
German clergy were pro-Nazi is contained in the 
figures presented by American authorities who, 
after the war, took a very careful poll of the 
clergy in Germany.

Need Of More 


Vocations 


Brother Charles, C.S.C., 
Points To Lack Of 
Teachers, Facilities 


South Bend—More vocations to 

the religious life are urgently 
needed to relieve the heavy teach- 
ing schedule of priests, brothers, 
and sisters, in South Bend high 
schools, Brother Charles, C.S.C., 
principal of South Bend Central 
Catholic High School, told the 
Serra Club of South Bend on 
December 3. 
- Brother Charles spoke on “Prob- 
lems of Catholic Secondary Edu- 
cation in South Bend” at the Ser- 
ra Club’s weekly meeting in the 
Hotel LaSalle. 

“Our schools always suffer a 
lack for something,’ Brother 
Charles said. “We need more vo- 
cations to staff the schools, great- 
er scientific facilities, more room 
for social activities, and an ade- 
quate athletic plant.” 

Brother Charles pointed out that 
South Bend Catholic High Schools 
were taking good care of their 
students’ religious needs, not only 
by religion classes but also by a 
whole Catholic atmosphere in the 
schools which teach the students 
to live. their religion. 

“The Catholic schools excell in 
social studies, English, and mathe- 
matics,” he added, “but we lack 
the demonstration laboratories nec- 
essary to teach physics, chemistry, 
and biology. Our facilities in these 
physical sciences barely 
state requirements.” 

In regard to social and recrea- 
tional activity, Brother Charles 
noted that no Catholic school in 
South Bend has a place for stu- 
dent dances and parties. The 
schools must provide such oppor- 
tunities, he said, if they wish to 
make the most of Catholic social 
living. 

“Our schools do not offer phys- 
ical education,” he went on, “and

In sharp contrast, the outlying 
rural areas of these cities aver- 
age 373 children per 1,000 women 
of child-bearing age—73 above the 
necessary 300. It is evident then 
that the rural areas are the sus- 
taining source of our population. 
And it is those rural areas which 
are overwhelmingly non-Catholic 
and in many states virtually priest- 
less. 


But can’t we make an exception 
for the Catholics of our cities? 
Careful studies disclose that bap- 
tisms in our densely populated 
areas have shown a marked falling 
off in recent years. In the arch- 
diocese of New York there were 
12,107 less baptisms-in 1945 than 
in 1943. In 1943 there were 40,- 
903 baptisms in the archdiocese of 
Detroit; in 1945, 36,765—a loss of 
4,138. Between the years 1943 and 
1945, the archdiocese of Boston 
suffered a decrease of 8,095 bap- 
tisms; Chicago, 1,549, and Phila- 
delphia, 8,325. 

Hence, births even in Catholic 
families in our large cities show 
a falling off which would seem to 
mirror the impact of the congest- 
ed, artificial and unwholesome life 
that characterizes all large cities.

Not only are there 70,000,000 
Americans who profess allegiance 
to no religious body, but most of 
those who have affiliation with one 
of the churches are unfamiliar 
either with God’s revelation or 
with His Ten Commandments. 
Their outlook is wholly materialis- 
tic, secular, and God is only a 
“name” to them.

Attacks On-Schools 
Are Attacks On Faith 


LL of you will recall the fake 

trial of the Archbishop of 
Zagreb in Yugoslavia, who for the 
past years, has been in prison be- 
cause he would not surrender 
Christian principles in order to get 
along with Tito, the Communist 
head of that country. 


But the Cardinal of Budapest in 
Hungary, is undergoing similar 
persecution, prosecution and mar- 
tyrdom. He has been the idol of 
the Catholics and Protestants alike 
in Hungary; the fearless leader in 
the effort to save Christianity and 
its schools in his country. But be- 
cause he has been a leader with 
a large following, and has impeded 
the success of the Communist gov- 
ernment to win the cooperation of 
the Hungarian people, he is now 
the target of enemies of the 
Church not only in Hungary but 
throughout the world. 


All the Catholic schools of the 
country have been confiscated and 
many priests have been jailed be- 
cause they would not readily yield 
to the confiscation decree. 


We wonder how long it will take 
the American people to learn that 
attacks on religious schools are 
fundamentally attacks on the Cath- 
olic faith, Communists have well 
learned even in Russia that you 
cannot make atheists out of the 
present generation, but rather that 
you must indoctrinate the coming 
generation with atheistic ideas if 
you would have them grow up with- 
out religion, and that is why in 
the Communist program of every 
country there is a carefully plan- 
ned attack on religion in education. 
Communists, as has been proved

In Germany’s 
Soviet Zone 


E ARE sometimes asked wheth- 

er Christian and non-partisan 
papers may be published .in the 
Soviet zone of Germany. The an- 
swer is that a limited number of 
them may be “theoretically” pub- 
lished, but practically not. For in- 


stance, the Socialist Unity Party, 
which is Communist dominated, is | 
given 90% of the newsprint avail-' 
able. This organization publishes 
eleven “official organs,” and re- 
ceived 2,787 tons of the 3,000 tons 
of newsprint distributed last year 
in the state of Saxony. The non- 
partisan press got only 120 tons 
and the Christian Democrats and 
Liberal Democrats press together 
received only 93 tons. Yet the 
Christian Democrats and the Lib- 
eral Democrats together obtained 
more votes than the Social Unity 
Party. 

The largést newspaper published 
in the Russian Zone is the “Taeg- 
liche Rundschau”—which means 
“Daily Review.” It has as its prin- 
cipal executives and officers red 
army officers aided by German 
Communists and it prints 800,000 
copies daily; and it can be as large 
as the publishers care to make 
it.

Such measures 
wil] mever reach the cause of the 
trouble. Only training in religion 
and the moral law will prevent 
what our nation as a whole ex- 
pends billions of dollars to detect 
and punish. It is likely that those 
youths just had too much “sex 
education” by which they have be- 
come “sex conscious.” — 


It is the same with the new 
movement to check “V.D.” Uf, 
along with the effort to prevent 
the same, are proposed ihe meas- 
ures by which the effect of miscon- 
duct can be cured, youth will be 
less fearful of it than ever before. 


We are reminded of what a pro- 
fessor at the McGill University 
wrote on Sterilization some time 
ago: 


“If you wish to cure the ills of 
society by sterilization,” says Pro- 
fessor W. F. Tait, “you should 
start with the overintelligent. The 
worst crimes, the most widespread 
blights, are not caused by = sub- 
normal or mental defectives but 
by intelligent people.”

of my mail comes from youth- 
ful readers who ask advice on how 
to break certain sinful habits into 
which they have fallen. I also 
receive letters from persons who 
are struggling with other strange 
quirks of character either in them- 
selves or in others and they want 
advice on the matter. 


It seems, therefore, that I could 
imitate Dr. Crane and others of 
his type, and suggest a myriad of 
so-called psychiatric and psychol- 
ogical solutions which will have 
nothing to do with the real prob- 
lems at hand. I could, with them, 
make these young people believe 
that there is some short cut, some 
snappy answer which will immedi- 
ately solve their cases. But that 
is not my forte. 


It is getting quite fashionable 
nowadays to hand out glib advice, 
and it has one effect. With all the 
so-called “psychological,” “psy- 
chiatric,” and psycho-analytical” 
advice, there seems to be no less- 
ening of cases. Never has there 
been 80 much written on the sub- 
ject and never have there been so 
many cases. A casual glance at 
the daily papers is sufficient to bear 
out this point. 


Without going into any -<critic- 
ism of the methods used today by 
modern psychologists (many of 
whom do not believe in God or the 
existence of the human soul), we 
might say there is little wrong 
with present-day society that can- 
not be cured by the humble admis- 
sion of sin as an offense against 
God. Long ago the Master-psy- 
chologist gave the cue when He 
said to His Apostles: “Whose sins 
yow shall forgive they shall be for- 
given them and whose sins you 
shall retain they shall be retain- 
ed.” While He did not direct the 
human race in so many words to 
admit and confess sins, neverthe- 
less He set up very definite means 
for forgiving them. 


Yet many today wonder how 
the Catholic Church geéts the idea 
of “confession.” Moreover there 
are those who pooh-pooh the idea 

together and at the same time 
attempt to set themselves up as 
students and advisors on the af- 
fairs of the soul, They ridicule 
the idea of a man telling another 
man his innermost secrets of soul, 
yet they have developed highly 
clever methods of “getting the 
story” from individuals who seek 
cm help. In fact the analysts say 

y are powerless to help unless 
the individual “tells everything.”

Speed years is not a long period 

of time in the life of a school. 
But then, forty years do not make 
up the entire history of St. Mary’s 
High. They represent only the 
Orchard Lake part of the school’s 
history. 


Forty years ago, Father Vetold 
Buhaczkowski bought the defunct 
Michigan Military Academy at Or- 
chard Lake. In the fall of 1909, 
he moved St, Mary’s High School 
from its original location in De- 
troit to the newly acquired quar- 
ters at Orchard Lake, situated 
about 27 miles from the Auto City. 

The Detroit portion of the 
school’s history goes back to 1879. 
In that year ioe Leo XIII gave 
Father Leopold Maczygemba per- 
mission to establish a school for 
Polish boys in the United 
States. After starting the pro- 
ject, Father Maczygemba passed 
the work on to Father Joseph 
Dabrowski who began the con- 
struction of the school in De- 
troit in 1885, The school was open- 
ed to students two years later. 
After Father Dabrowski’s death, 
Father Buhaczkowski became rec- 
tor. 

In 1917 after the resignation of 
Father Buhaczowski, the Rt. Rev. 
Monsignor Grupa was appointed 
rector. In 19382 he was succeeded 
by the Rt. Rev. Anthony Klowo. 
Following Msgr. Klowo’s death the 
Rt. Rev. Ladislaus Krzyzosiak be- 
came rector. In October 1943, the 
Rt. Rev. Monsignor Edward J. 
Szumal formally took office as the 
sixth rector of the institution at 
Orchard Lake, 


These are some of the more im- 
portant highlights in the history 
of St. Mary’s High,: the oldest 
Polish-American High School in 
the United States. 


The Founder 
Of St. Mary's 


STEPHEN F. OSINSKI 


HE founder of St. Mary’s, Fr. 

Joseph Dabrowski, was born 
in the city of Zoltance, Poland, on 
January: 19, 1842. When he was 
only twelve years old his father 
passed away. His mother worked 
courageously to support and edu- 
cate her three children by operat- 
ing a boarding house for students 
on the outskirts of Lublin. Joseph 
helped his mother as much as he 
could and, with the aid of a well 
earned scholarship, studied in Lub- 
lin. Completing his studies at Lub- 
lin, he then continued his educa- 
tion at the University of Warsaw. 
In 1863, Joseph Dabrowski took 
part in the Polish underground 
movement against Russian con- 
querors. The plot for independ- 


‘ence failed, Joseph had to leave

Joseph went abroad and 
while in Switzerland he contin- 
ued his studies in higher mathe- 
matics.

from Switzerland where I 
made a study of Religious Educa- 
tion In Its Public Schools.

But this 
does not prevent the churches from 
having Religious Classes twice a 
week in the public schools. It was 
clearly explained to me that this 
was not against the principle of 
separation between Church and 
State because not the schools but 
the churches were teaching religion 
by sending their own teachers. In 
this way very few children there 
grow up without being taught their 
duty to God and man, which is 
probably also one of the reasons 
why this brave little country could 
uphold during the centuries its 
democratic ideals against dictator- 
ship. The Swiss believe that separ- 
ation does not mean antagonistic 
divorce but rather friendly cooper- 
ation between the two. 

It seems to me that the teaching 
of religion during school hours, as 
is it done now in New York City 
and other places, is not against 
the separation of Church and State. 
And certainly not against the spirit 
of the constitution which is found- 
ed on religious principles, on the 
recognition of a Creator—in op- 
position to a totalitarian country 
where the State is all powerful. 

In these days when a gigantic 
spiritual struggle is going on be- 
tween democracy and totalitarian- 
ism, it is of the greatest personal 
interest to the state that religion 
be taught. The State therefore 
should show friendly understand- 
ing for the churches in their tre- 
mendous task to teach our children 
the authority of almighty God for 
the furtherance of a true moral 
order. 

The wise and far-seeing states- 
man, Cordell Hull, admonished the 
American people: “As the world 
faces the supreme crisis of all ages, 
we have a desperate need for more 
religion and morality as the back- 
ground for government. There is 
no higher civilizing influence than 
religious and moral concepts. Cor- 
ruption and tyranny can be driven 
out of government only when these 
concepts give men the faculty to 
recognize such evils and the 
strength to eliminate them.” 

Encouraged by this wise coun- 
sel, let us hope that New York 
City and other communities will 
continue their great work of re- 
leased time,

According to Legend, it was paint- 
ed by St. Luke the Evangelist at 
the request of the Christians.

when the aisle is itself eye 
produces as startling an effect as 
some medieval knight riding his 
charger up the nave of a mighty 
cathedral. We listen insfinctively 
for the clang of armor as he 
dismounts to take his seat, Annoy- 
ing at any time, this is positively 
dangerous to Faith during the ser- 
mon, since it can easily lead the 
preacher into misstatement and 
convert a sermon on serenity into a 
tirade against tardiness. 


Be Polite 


This brings us to a third hint 
for the hind-comers: consideration. 
Consideration for the speaker di- 
rects staying in the back or, better, 
in the vestibule til] the sermon is 
ended: But be discreet enough not 
to stand in the aisle or the door- 
ways, like Horatius on the bridge. 
Consideration for one’s self dic- 
tates delay in any attempt to 
reach your own pew or even a 
somewhat forward vacant seat dur- 
ing the sermon. This has been 
known to be fatal to good standing 
in the parish. Some priests stop 
from annoyance; others from neces- 
sity. Either way, your procession 
up the aisle will be no Roman tri- 
umph. And during the Gospel, 
such a march would be distinctly 
disrespectful. When you can go 
forward, look before you leap. Spot 
your space before you start. Noth- 
ing is more tragic than the late- 
comer who marches hopelessly up 
the endless aisle, looking in vain 
for a seat and standing at last 
before the altar rail like a lost 
sheep in the midst of the flock. 
The ushers will usually help here, 
for they are eager to get everyone 
properly seated before beginning 
the collection. 


With calm, quiet and considera- 
tion combined, make your genu- 
flection (or reasonable facsimile 
thereof), crawl without malice or 
mayhem over the end seat monopo- 
lists, kneel for a brief prayer un- 
less the Gospel is being read. Take 
off your hat, if you have for- 
gotten it°so far. From then on, 
procedure is regular and easy. 
Don’t feel too bad: you couldn’t 
help being late. Or could you? 
In any ease, you’ve been properly 
and politely late. All the punctual 
people will appreciate it. There 
will always be people late for 
church. If Purgatory survives this 
Earth for a time, how like home 
Heaven will seem, with some of 
the saved coming in late from time 
to eternity. Of course, they’ll do 
it gracefully there! 


Never Rude Nor 
Coarse But Yet 
Always Courageous 


Be men,—be men in earnest; be 
men of faith, hope, and charity, 
and then speak out as living men 
in the strong natural tones of men 
who believe their religion is a 
matter of life and death. 


The soft tones of the lute will 
never arouse an Epicurean age 
from ‘its sensuality and make it 
cry out, ‘What shall | do to be 
saved?”

You must disturb 
the age if you would heal it; you 
must produce commotion in the 
soul before you can induce it to

The great question of faith or 
no faith, of life and death, is no 
question on which to trifle, or play 
off quaint conceits or pretty phras- 
es. Plain truth, plainly spoken, 
from a heart that loves it, feels its 
worth, and is ready to die for it, 
is the only politeness it is lawful 
in such a matter to study or to 
practice, 


Earnestness is not bitterness, nor 
is the clear, strong, and energetic 
utterance of the plain truth rude- 
ness or discourteousness. The 
great Fathers of the Church ore 
never rude, never coarse, never 
bitter,—but they never hesitate 
to speak out the plain truth, in 
strong language, in tones of fearful 
energy. And so men must speak, 
if they mean to leave their mark 
on the age, or aid the progress of 
truth and justice. —Orestes Brown-

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HROUGH what reading matter would an intellect 
T come convinced of the sameness of the Catholic Church 
today with the Primitwe Church? 


te would say that the reading 
te works of Cardinal Newman 
would help much. He as a Protes- 
tant minister, Was more filled with 
rejudices against the Catholic 
Church than the average Protes- 
tant minister is In this county. He 
began his studies of the Primitive 
Church, not by reading modern 
books of history, but by going 
back to the original documents, 
eontined in the writings of the 
early Fathers, and compared them 
with the decrees of the first six 
General Councils. 

The writings of the Fathers were 
full of Catholic doctrine as held 
today, such as the Mass, the Real 
Presence of Christ in the Euchar- 
ist, the Sacrament of Penance, 
prayers for the dead, etc. 


Then these six Councils show- 
ed the oneness of belief between 
Rome and Constantinople. These 
Councils were all held outside «f 
Rome, yet were presided over by 
the Pope or his Legates. Each 
of the Councils defined the pure 
Christian teaching against Arius, 
Nestorius, Eutychius, and other 
dissidents from the Apostolic 
Church. 

Rev. Paul Francis, a convert 
from Anglicanism, writes in his 
work “The Prince of the Apostles,” 
page XI of the Preface: “The 
Church of England today claims 
continuity with the Church of Eng- 
land before the Reformation?“ and 
the Church of England before the 
Reformation was in conscious de- 
pendence upon the Holy See in 
Spirituals from start to finish; that 
is, from the year 597 to the year 
1534 A. D.” 


It was shortly before the latter 
year that Henry VIII, King of 
England, wrote hig book against 
Martin Luther. Later he himself 
apostatized, but not because of any 
disagreement between English 
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rea 


Catholics and Rome, or between | 
himself and the Pope, but rather | 
because he had matrimonial trou- 
bles which the Pope did not feel 
authorized to settle in the way 
Henry wanted them. Even the 
Westminister Abbey and the Cath. 
edral of York were named after 
St. Peter. 


The intellectual is usually not 
interested in modern churches pre- 
cisely because they could repre- 
sent no divine authority in teach- 
ing unless they could prove a di- 
vine origin. After convincing them- 
selves of the truth of the divinity: 
of Christ, they naturally look for 
the Church which He established 
and with which He promised to re- 
main “all days,” and which He not 
only promised to “keep in truth,” 
but which it was expected He 
would keep in truth if it is a di- 
vine Work. 


Other people transfer from one 
church to another not because by 
prayer and upon deep research 
they have found it to be the Church 
of Christ, but rather because, for 
some human reason, it is their 
pi ference. Take any Protestant 
church you like, and ask for proof 
from an intellectua] that it is the 
one true religion personally found- 


ed by Christ, and no proof could’ 


possibly be forthcoming. Histor- 
ically not one of them goes back 
beyond a few hundred years, with- 
out having any record of existence 
during the first fourteen centuries 
from Christ’s time. Not. one of 
them has retained an unified body, 
the kind for which. Christ prayed 
in His last prayer on earth. Not 
one of them can claim the com- 
missions, as a successor to the 
Apostles, given by Christ direct- 
ly to the Apostles. If they have 
not the Mass, the Holy Eucharist, 
the Sacrament of Penance, etc., it 
is because these would require 
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apostolic succession, which they 
confess they do not have. i 
Yes, deep study and. prayer al- 
ways lead to Rome; but unfortun- 
ately prejudice keeps people even 
from making an impartial inves- 
tigation of the Catholic faith. 


A friend of mine claims that the 
Roman Catholic Church was not 
the only Church that existed from 
Apostolic times, but that the 
Assyrian Apostolic Church also ex- | | 
isted from that period and was at 
no time under the Bishop of Rome. 
Will you please give us the facts 


You say your friend “claims,” 
but he proves nothing. 

There are 200 different Protes- 
tant denominations, each of which 
“claims” that it is more in keep-| ‘ 
ing with the Church established by}! 
Christ than all others. 

You need not take our word for 
it, but resort to any Encyclopedia, 
and you will discover that for 
many centuries after Christ there 
was only one recognized Christian 
Church. Of course, sects were 
started during those centuries, as 
they are started practically every 
year now, but the word “sect” 
means something “cut off” and 
they were “cut off” by. General 
Councils of the Church. A number 
of these Councils were held in Con- 
stantinople and in other places in 
the Near East where the Moslem 
and Orthodox Churches are strong- 
est today, but they were all presid- 
ed over by representatives of the 
Pope of Rome. : 

We are not familiar with an 
Assyrian Apostolic Church. There 
is no reference to it in the Encyclo- 
pedia Americana, which we have 
just inspected. But as we have ob- 
served above, the entire Near East, 
in which Assyria (former Baby- 
lonia) is located, was under the 
jurisdiction of the Bishop of Rome, 
although there were Patriarchs at 
Alexandria in Egypt, at Jerusalem 
and Constantinople, all of whom 
recognized allegience to Rome. 

Occasionally there appear in your 
paper excerpts from letters from 
contributors to the National Shrine, 
Would you kindly tell what the 
present status of that fund is? 

The last report made by the 
Chairman of the Committee for the 
completion of the National Shrine 
noted contributions from dioceses 
and from individuals among the 
clergy and laity and from some 
parish societies, of $1,660,000.00. 
This is exclusive of a number of 
pledges made, but not yet filled. 

If there lurks in your mind the 
idea that because all dioceses have 
not yet taken up this collection, 
there must be some opposition to 
it, we should like to remove that 
impression. The reason that the 
collection for the National Shrine 
has not been taken up in all dio- 
ceses is that when the movement

Shrine Committee had recommend. 
ed Mother’s Day for the collection, 
but that has not been convenient 
for many Bishops. In the first 
place Mother’s Day falls only a 
few weeks after the Laetare Sun- 
day Collection for War Relief on 
which great effort and energy are 
concentrated; then in a number of 
dioceses the month of May has 
been set aside for Catholic Char- 
ities drives. 

The Shrine Committee is receiv- 
ing individual offerings every day, 
and they are credited on the books 
of the Chairman according to the 
diocese in which the donor lives.

Hack Wilson 


The recent death of Hack Wilson, a great baseball star in his day, 
removes another of the list of colorful stars who wrote baseball history 
with their big bats. First, it was Lou Gehrig who was taken, then Babe 
Ruth, and now Wilson. There you have three of the game’s greatest 
sluggers, big, powerful men in their prime, but who, when death 
overtook them, had suffered so long that they were but shadows 
of their former selves. But Wilson was the only one of the three 
who had himself to blame for his tragic finish. Gehrig was always 
an exemplary performer, on or off the field. Ruth was no saintly 
character, particularly in his younger days with both the Boston 
Red Sox and New York Yankees, but Christy Walsh, after becoming 
the Bambino’s business manager, got him straightened around, at least 
regarding his finances, and finally Ruth, too, developed into an examp- 
lary character who had a tremendius influence with boys. 

But Wilson was ¢ast of a different mold. He simply couldn’t 
stay from the cup that cheers, but for awhile he found a manager 
who could control him and his off-the-field antics. That manager 
was Joe McCarthy, now boss of the Boston Red Sox. Joe handled 
his problem child so well that Wilson set a National League record 
for home runs—56—that still stands and set a _ runs-batted-in 
record of 190 for one season that not even the fabulous Ruth 
could equal. And no one else, either, of course. 

The tragedy that struck Wilson in his prime was when the 
Cubs, in one of the dimmest-witted moves they have ever made— 
ang that’s saying a lot—released McCarthy as manager and sup- 
planted him with Roger Hornsby. Not that Hornsby wasn’t a 
good manager and one of the game’s greatest plavers. He was 
every bit of both, but he was no diplomat in dealing with char- 
acters of Wilson’s type, whereas McCarthy was a genius at it. 
McCarthy ean be as rough and as tough as any manager, but he 
realized that, with the proper handling, he would have one of the 
game's prizes in Wilson. So Joe soft-soaped Hack, kept him on 
the straight and narrow, in a comparative sense, of course, and 


Wilson came through with record-breaking performances for Joe 
and the Cubs. 


When McCarthy was let go by the Cubs he eventually signed as 
manager of the Yankees, which meant that he and Wilson were to be 
separated for good. Naturally, no National League teams at that 
time would waive Hack out of their league, but, even if the National 
was willing to let Hack go, certainly no Américan Leagu@ club would 
have permitted the power-laden Yankees of the early ’30’s to add 
Wilson to their roster. So, without McCarthy’s kindly treatment and 
fatherly direction, Hack began to slide and was soon traded to Brooklyn. 
He kept right on sliding and eventually wound up in the minors, where 
he didn’t last long, either. He simply could not control his appetite, 
and wound up penniless after having once drawn an annual salary 
of $33,500 from the Cubs, the largest up to that time ever paid a 
National League player. 


Wilson first came up to the major leagues with the New York}! 


Giants, who played him for awhile and then sent him -to the Toledo 
team of the American Association on option. The late John McGraw 
was then managing the Giants and knew what a great prospect Wil- 
son was. Imagine what happened, therefore, when McGraw picked 
up the papers one day and read where Wilson had been sold to the 
Cubs by Toledo. Investigation on McGraw’s part led to his discovery 
that a front office mistake had made Wilson available for the draft, 
and the Cubs promptly bagged him. I don’t remember all the details 
of the mixup now, but the upshot of the whole thing was that the 
Giants lost Wilson and the Cubs got him. 

Despite the fact that, for a few years at least, the squat, piano- 
legged Wilson was one of the game’s greatest sluggers, he is best re- 
membered by many fans for the mistakes he made in the memorable 
10-run seventh inning which the Philadelphia Athletics put on against 
the Cubs in the 1929 world series when the A’s, trailing by 8-0, went 
ahead in that one frame and won a game which, up to then. had 
appeared hopelessly lost. Philadelphia then went on to win the cham- 
pionship. Wilson lost two fly balls in the sun during the course of 
that hectic inning. Had he caught either one the A’s would have been 
stopped short and probably would have lost the game and, perhaps, the 
series. But Hack caught neither, and ever after that was referred 
to as the “goat” of the series. 


Would Pick N. D. 


I recently spent a weekend in Columbus, O., where I covered 
the Michigan-Ohio State game for my paper, and I am willing to con- 
cede, without fear of successful contradiction, that Columbus is without 
doubt the wildest football town in the country, bar none. For a city 
the size of Columbus its football fanaticism is really phenomenal. 
Columbus sports fans can take their baseball in stride, or their basket- 
ball, or any other sport, but when it comes to Ohio State football, 
they are simply out of this world. Egged on by the city’s daily 
papers, which print reams and reams of stuff about the team and its 
players, the fans reach hysteria two or three days before a big game, 
and are at fever pitch the day of the game. It apparently affects 
everybody, and if an outsider even slightly hints that he thinks the 
Ohio State team isn’t somewhat better than the Chicago Bears and 
Cleveland Browns combined, he’s in for an argument, if not worse.

Effortless Entertainment 


If we spoke of mental soft- 
ness, here is the payoff—in the 
movies—cathedrals of the masses, 
as they have been called—those 
dark caverns which so sedulously 
and subtly substitute the mind of 
M-G-M for the mind of Christ. 

They require no brain power. 
Everything is done for us. Noth- 
ing is left to the imagination. 
There is complete passivity, save 
for the rythmic swing of the jaw 
beneath a wad of chewing gum. 

There’s nothing wrong in itself 
with the movies as a form of en- 
tertainment. There’s no harm in 

opping in on one when you're 
all tuckered out at the end of a 
hard day. But there are good 
movies and bad movies. And the 
Legion of Decency maintains a 
code for our guidance in selecting 
harmless entertainment. 

First, they list certain pictures 
as “A-1,” or unobjectionable for all, 
young or old. 

There second classification is 
“A-2"—not for children, but all 
right for adults. Why? To quote 
Father Richard Felix, 0.S.B.: 

“The majority of A-2 pictures 
contain more or less explicit ref- 
erence to sexual matters, such 
as conjugal relations and marital 
infidelity, or contain a consider- 
able amount of evil in the plot— 
even though the evil is shown as 
evil. The average adult would not 
be harmed but a child might re- 
ceive a shock to its innocence, or 
its curiosity might be aroused 
needlessly and with possible 
harm.” 

What is the age at which chil- 
dren become adults in this mat- 
ter? We must look to the child’s 
mental stature, his experience and 
background. Some youngsters are 
so sophisticated that they can 
“take” more than other children of 
their age. 

Father Francis J. Connell, Re- 
demptorist Professor of Moral 
Theology at the Catholic Univers- 
ity, thinks that people below six- 
teen are children, whereas over 
eighteen they are adults—with ex- 
ceptions, of course. That two-year 
interval must be appraised in ev- 
ery instance. 


“Objectionable In Part” 

It’s with the “Class B” pictures 
that real harm is done to the 
cause. These are classified as “ob- 
jectionable in part,” so objection- 
able as to constitute a proximate 
occasion of sin for many people— 
and to enter a proximate occasion 
in a mortal sin for anyone unless 
he has sufficient reason (as have, 
e. g., the reviewers for the Le- 
gion of Decency). 

Many of these pictures offend 
against purity. The women in them 
aren’t wearing enough clothes, or 
there is suggestive dancing, or 
maybe some suggestive dialogue. 
Others condone immorality. 

Here’s an instance: We go to a 
icture in which, during Reel | 
Myrtle marries Elmer. From Reel 
I through Reel V, Elmer beats 
Myrtle every night. It’s brutal. 
It’s. merciless. She doesn’t have 
a dog’s life with him. She’s so 
sweet—he’s such a brute. 

At this point, enters Ellsworth, 
looking like an ad for Bond Clothes. 
He gives Elmer the thrashing 
we’ve all been hoping he’d get, 
then folds Myrtle into his arms, 
kissing away her tears. A courier 
speeds in with a final divorce de- 


~~ 


jeree, and the fadeout shows Ells- 


worth arm in arm with Myrtle 
promenading toward the altar. 
-G-M, or Paramount, or R. 
K. O., or whoever boiled that par- 
ticular pot, has just sold us a bill 
of goods. We know that by the 
unique terms of the marriage con- 
tract, if you marry a heel, you're 
stuck with him for life. That's 
marriage. But Hollywood has 
shown us a way out. Immoral, 
true, but none the less happy as 
far as the spectator can see. — 
Is it may wonder that — in- 
creasing frequency we priests are 
buttonholed by listeners after 
preaching? “That sermon, Father 
—now, of course, what you say 
about divorce is true, but...” 
The fact is that the truths of 
Christ sound increasingly strange 
and unreal in a world fashioned ac- 
cording to the mind of the movie-

ere is a final grouping under 
“Class C” — condemned. These 
films don’t so often get into the 
small towns. Their immoralit 
isn’t even subtle. It’s heavy-hand- 
ed and flat-footed. It is a mortal 
sin to take in a “C” picture,

ourselves but for our children as 
well. We should form the habit 
each week, if we’re movie- minded, 
of checking the local bill of fare 
against the list printed monthly in 
Our Sunday Visitor or in our 
diocesan paper, taking care to 
see none but “A” pictures, with 
only “A-1” shows for the children. 

In general, though, don’t you 
think we ought to trim down on 
our children’s movie-going? It’s 
not good for them. It gives them a 
false picture of life. It builds a 
world for them in which the best 
people move in Cadillacs and dress 
in tuxedoes and evening gowns. 
All meals are eaten by candle- 
light under crystal chandeliers. 
All girls are beautiful. Their hair 
Is in place even when they’re get- 
ting up in the morning. And no 
man has a crooked nose or bad 
teeth. 

The children have learned how 
to make love and comport them- 
selves on a date at an age when 
we grownups were still worrying 
over Jack and his beanstalk. 
Apart from its influence on mor- 
ality, Father Connell points out 
that the movies are a hindrance 
to the intellectual and physical 
well being of an adolescent: it 
makes him less inclined to concen- 
trate on such “dull” things as 
mathematics, science, and literat- 
ure; it makes him nervous and 
excitable. 


Further Dangers of Frequent 
Attendance 

“It is certainly no help to the 
child’s physical development to sit 
in a crowded theatre, perhaps in 
a germ-laden atmosphere, for 
three or four hours that can be 
employed in far more healthful 
recreation.” 

“Frequent attendance at shows 
and habitual association with the 
movie-going crowd have a deterior- 
ating effect on even well-bred 
teen-agers, nullifying the influence 
of their own home life,” adds Fath- 
er Richard Felix. 

“Gang psychology with its in- 
toxication for dangerous adven- 
ture can maneuver the Catholic 
boy or girl very quickly into a 
false, if not immoral position. 

“This danger is infinitely in- 
creased when young folks are ac- 
companied by seductive ‘dates.’ 
Often enough the example of sen- 
suous petting and evil-minded com- 
ments under cover of the semi- 
darkness of the theatre, even more 
than the pictures on the screen, 
arouse the imagination and the 
lust of excitable adolescents, lead- 
ing them into sin and eventually 
into an animal view of life.” 

How often should a young per- 
son be permitted to take in a 
movie? Only once a week, at most. 
More than that would likely be 
harmful. 

As for us grownups, I think we 
ought to break the movie habit. 
Lectures, plays, concerts, good 
books, good companionship—there 
are so many better values in life. 
One might go three or four times 
a year, perhaps, when something 
of real significance comes out of 
Hollywood, or on those relatively 
rare occasions when we have n 
of absolutely effortless recreation 
—but even then, we shouldn’t fail 
to check the Legion of Deceny 
list, making sure that we're not 
walking into an occasion of sin.

There’s been many a throat cut in the name of 
holy religion. No subject causes such wide disagree- 
ment, such deep-seated animosities. Religious con- 
victions are something buried away down in man’s - 
heart. If you don’t think so, take your bland, broad- 
minded friend who thinks “one church is as good as 
another” and invite him, if that’s the case, to join 
the Catholic Church. Then watch the fur fly! 

When we see a priest, then, stride to the front 
of a professedly anti-Catholic gathering and, taking 
the floor, hurl Catholic truth into the teeth of the 
crowd, we can only say, “This is a zealous man! This 
is @ brave priest!” 

But to Bishop Noll, our publisher, that was a 
Common experience during the early years of his 
priesthood. In that day, from the turn of the cen- 
tury, roughly speaking, until the end of the Smith- 
Hoover Campaign in 1928, bigotry was rampant, es- 
pecially in the middle and southwestern areas of the 
country. Our older readers will recall those days 
and the various forms in which bigotry was dis- 
played: the “ex-nuns” and “ex-priests” talking to 
arge crowds of people; scurrilous papers such as 
The Menace, The Appeal to Reason, The Peril, The 
Fiery Cross, The Patriots, -and a host of others; 

lan Konklaves and parades. : 

Father Noll, as he was then, however, refused 
0 be over-awed. He made a specialty of defending 
his Church against such crudities. 

On one occasion, we are told, he learned of an 
alleged “ex-priest” scheduled to speak in a neigh- 
boring town. Immediately, he had a thousand hand- 
bills printed, giving the authentic history of the 
Supposed priest and advertising the fact that Father 
Noll would also be at the meeting to answer the 
ae poster. When word of this got around, Father 
; oll was advised that there would be ruffians on 

and armed with rotten eggs to throw at him. That 
made no difference. With three other priests and 
two laymen, we are told that the hall was so crowded 
ap they found it very difficult to make their way 
the speaker’s platform.

The accused sat in the audience 
throughout Father Noll’s talk without interrupting 
it at all. But as the priest left the hall, he heard the 
bogus ex-priest say to his audience that he would 
answer Father Noll two days later, and that ex- 
priest Delaney would also address the citizenry.” 


This Delaney had never been a priest, any more 
than that other speaker had been! 


The Strategy Of Truth 


On another occasion, Father Noll sat through 
a long anti-Catholic harangue also delivered to a 
large crowd by an alleged ex-priest.~ Although he 
knew nothing of the man’s record, Father Noll could 
tell from the man’s talk that he had no priestly ex- 
perience and knew, in fact, very little of Catholic 
doctrine. 


“As soon as the speaker had finished his lec- 
ture,” we are told, “a local minister announced to 
the audience: ‘An offering will now be gathered 
to compensate the guest speaker.’ At this moment, 
one of the Catholic. gentlemen who accompanied 
the Catholic priest to the meeting, rose to ask that 
Father Noll, the local priest, be permitted to speak. 
To this, the minister replied: ‘If the audience is 
willing, we shall permit that after the offering.’ 
But desirous of reducing that offering to the mini- 


mum, another gentleman asked that the priest be. 


permitted to ‘speak now.’ Without awaiting an in- 
vitation, Father Noll walked down the passageway 
through the center of the tent to the platform, and 
began to answer the many ridiculous charges the 
speaker had made against the Catholic Church.” 


Then he fired a series of questions at the 
speaker. He wasn’t able to answer even one of them 
correctly, but in each case the priest would direct 
the same question to “whatever Catholics might be 
present in the audience.” And each time, a Catholic 
would jump to his feet and, in a clear, unhesitating 
voice, give the correct response. 

“The audience was, even by this time, certain 
that it had been deceived by an imposter, and 
listened most attentively to the priest for more than 
an hour. During this whole time, the guest speaker 
sat on the platform between two Protestant minis- 
ters, fingering the Catholic catechism and fearful 
that he might be called on to answer some more 
questions... 

“The collection. was taken up after Father 
Noll’s talk, and the men who accompanied him to 
the meeting told him that they had watched the 
reaction of the people. That reaction was demon- 
strated by the ushers carrying back empty baskets 
to the platform.” 

These two incidents are only typical of many 
other encounters which Father Noll had with de- 
famers of the Church. 


Always A Parish Priest 


During all this time, Father Noll was leading 
the life of a busy pastor—and in those days, without 
a car, it was hard. It was a long series of train and 
trolley rides, of endless waits in railroad stations, 
jogging over bad roads in carriages, and walking 
miles on sick calls to homes otherwise inaccessible. 

Once, after hearing confessions from two until 
near midnight in a large city parish, he got a sick 
call to a family in a town whose priest was away on 
retreat. He had to take the train. The only train 
back to his church left at five in the morning. Thus, 
as he recalls, he was at his church in town to offer 
the eight o’clock Mass for his people—fasting from 
midnight, remember! | 

It was in 1908, ten years after his ordination 
that Father Noll began publication of The Parish 
Monthly, which started as a sort of glorified parish 
bulletin. He provided thirty-two pages of informa- 
tion and inspirational material, to which pastors 
could add their own local announcements. The 
Family Digest, circulating over 130,000 copies, is 
the present-day version of The Parish Monthly.

John Wynne, 
Scholar, E itor, 
Dies In New York 
Organized Catholic 


Encyclopedia And 
Founded Publication 


New York—(NC)—The death 
of the Rev. John J. Wynne, S.J., at 
the age of 89 has taken from the 
American Catholic community one 
of its truly monumental figures. 


r Wynne projected, organ- 
Lae helped edit the Catholic 
Encyclopedia, and founded the 
Jesuit national weekly, America. 
As vice-postulator of the cause of 
s, Isaac Jogues and the other 
North American martyrs, he 
labored to prépare the information 
which hastened their canonization 
in 1930. In addition, he organized 
the Holy Hour devotional move- 
ment in the United States, was 
for many years director of the 
Apostleship of Prayer in this 
country and founded the League 
of the Daily Mass. 


He had been actively interested 
even up to recent months in the 
cause for canonization of Kateri 
Tekakwitha, the Lily of the Mo- 
hawks, “the crown of the Jesuit 
Martyr’s labors and sacrifices.” He 
wag vice-postulator of that cause. 
His latest project was to build an 
Indian-style cabin at the Shrine 
of the North American poe He at 
Auriesville, N.Y., where the Indian 
maiden lived. In the summer of 
1946 he noted the 70th anniver- 
sary of his entrance into the So- 
ciety of Jesus. 


Requiem Mass for Father 
Wynne was celebrated at the 
Fordham University chapel, fol- 
lowing which interment took place 
at St. #Andrew-on-the-Hudson, 
Poughkeepsie. 

Father Wynne was born in New 
York City on Sept. 30, 1859. He 
entered the Jesuit novitiate at 
West Park, N.Y., studied at Wood- 
stock College, Md., taught at St. 
Francis Xavier College in New 
York and at Boston College, and 
was ordained in 1890.

Kaliningrad. Thanks to Father 
Bemsch’s efforts it has been pos- 
sible to establish a priest seminary 
at Allenstein, while a limited num- 
ber of members of religious orders 
have been able to resume their ac- 
tivities in the few remaining 
churches and schools.

In Saxony, now also in the Soviet 
zone, the convent of Marienstern 
near Kamenz, one of the oldest in 
Germany, has just observed its 
700th anniversary. The nuns have 
had to abandon their home three 
times on account of wars during 
these seven centuries, but always 
returned.
